During Repair 


Stringent measures to curb reck- 
leas driving were taken Monday by 
the provincial government, when 
an Order-in-Council was enacted 
establishing a maximum speed of 26 
miles an hour for all vehicles moving 
over roads and over highways under 
construction or repair. 

In explanation of the new order, 
government officiala stated that 
many motorists showed a totat dis- 
regard for safety of members of road 
crews and that this had made some
